The Lizzie E. Dennison sailed from 


an Atlantic port March 9 for Cuba 
with a cargo of lumber. She was mak- 
ing good headway when a strong 
northwest gale came up. which soon 
caused the ship to spring a leak and 
she foundered in a short time. 


The Dennison was a vessel of 452 


net tons, was 141 test long and w»s 
built in 1890 at East Deering, Me. She 
was owned in Mobile. Ala.

The horlzqn at the 
north was hidden by a long low line 
of clouds which appeared inky black 
n contrast to the vivid color above 
them. The whole width of the phe- 
nomenon extended over at least one- 
fifth of the horizon. The glare lasted 
about a halt hour.

After the last of these the 


red glare slowly faded and seemed to 
move around the horizon to the east 
as It went away. The horizqn at the 
north was hidden by a long low line 
of clouds which appeared Inky black 
In contrast to the vivid color above 
them. The whole width of the phe- 
nomenon extended over at least one- 
fifth of the horizon. Tho glare lasted 
about a halt hour.

STORMS AND FOREST TREES 


Timber Most Firmly Rooted Will En- 


dure Strain Better Than That of 


Strongest Wood. 


It Is nlwajs interesting to watch 


the effect of storms anywhere, but In 
the woods these fffects are most va- 
ried and remarkable, says a writer. 


It frequently happens that a tor- 


nado or hurricane will follow a cer- 
tain course and level only the trees 
in this line, often leaping from place 
to place. In such cases all trees in 
its swath suffer or are blown down; 
but where there is a general very high 
wind and all trees are hit with about 
the same force It may be noted that 
the best rooted ones and not those of 
the strongest wood survive. 


Wind resistance of the whole tree 


has also something to do with the 
bending character of the trunk and 
branches, for where these give before 
the force of the storm they permit the 
wind to slide off. The hickory, above 
all, will not yield, and consequently 
receives the hardest strain against Its 
entire top, whether full leaved or bare. 
It may be commonly noticed that In 
a mixed woodland, where a hard wind 
has driven, there are more hlckerles 
down than any other trees.

S O C K S 


Directions for Knitting Socks for the Soldiers 


Cast on 64 stitches, rib 3H inches, 2 plain,' 2 purl. Knit plain 8 


inches. (11% Inches in all). 


Heel—Knit plain 32 stitches onto one needle, turn, purl back these 


32 stitches, turn, knit plain, repeat these two rows (always slipping 
the first stitch). 
14 times (15 in all). 


With the inside of the heel towards 5'ou, purl 18 stitches, purl 


2 together, purl 1. 
— 


Turn, knit 6 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 7 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 
Turn, knit S stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


tuzn, purl 9 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 10 stitches, slip 1. knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 11 'Stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1 


Turn, knit 12 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 


1, turn, purl 13 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 
Turn, knit 14 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 15 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


•> Turn, knit 16 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 
tufiD, purl 17 stitches, purl 2 together. 


Turn, knit 17 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over. 
Pick up and knit the 16 stitches down the side of the heel piece. 
Knit the 32 stitches of the front needles onto one needle. Pick up 


and knit the 16 stitches at the other side of the heel piece. 
Divide 


the heel stitches onto the 2 side needles, and knit right round again 
to the center heel. 
First needle, knit to within 3 stitches of the front end of side needle, 


knit 2 together, knit 1. 
Front needle plain. 
Third needle, knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 


plain to end of needle. 


This reducing to be done every other row until there are 62 stitches 


on the needles (front needle 32, side needles 15 each). 


Knit plain until the foot from the back of the heel measures 9 


inches. 
v 


To Decrease for Toe—Knit 7 stitches then slip 1, knit 1, pull slip- 


ped stitch over, knit 7 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over. 
Repeat this round the three needles. 
Then knit 6 rows plain, then 


knit 5 stitches, slip 1. knit 1. pull slipped stitch over and repeat round 
the 3 needles. 
Then 4 plain rows, then knit 3, blip 1, knit 1, pull 


clipped stitch over, repeat round the 3 needles, and then 3 plain rows 
Then knit 2, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, repeat to end of 
3 needles. 
Then 2 rows plain, then knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped 


stitch over, repeat to end of 3 needles, then 1 plain row. Then I 
row decreasing twice on the front needles and once on each of the 
back needles. 
This will leave about S stitches on the front needle 


and 4 on each of the back needles. 
Slip the back stitches onto 1 


n.-cdle. 
Break off the wool, leaving about 12 inches. 
Thread this 


into a darning needle, pull it through the first btittli on front needle 
as, if for purling, but do not take the stitch off 
X. 
Then put the 


darning needle through the flrbt stitch on the back needle as if for 
knitting and do not take oil. 
Then through the first stitch on the 


front needle, again knitting, and slip off. Through the second stitch 
on the front needle purling and do not take off. 
Through the first 


stitch on back needle purling and take oft. 
Repeat from X until all 


the stitches are Worked oft. 


N. B.—Each stitch must be gone through twice. 
Slip oft when 


knitting on front needle. 
Slip on when purling on back needle. 


In finishing.off end of yarn run yarn once down the toe so as not

STORMS AND FOREST TREES 


Timber Most Firmly Rooted Will En- 


dura Strain Better Than That of 


Strongest Wood. 


It Is always Interesting to watch 


S the effect of storms anywhere, but in 
the woods these effects are most va- 
ried and remarkable, soys a writer. 


It frequently happens that a tor- 


nado or hurricane will follow a cer- 
tain course and level only the trees 
in this line, often leaping from place 
to place. In such cases all trees in 
its swath suffer or are blown down; 
but where there is a general very high 
wind and all trees are hit with about 
the same force It may be noted that 
the best rooted ones and not those of 
the strongest wood survive. 


Wind resistance of the wbole tree 


has also something to do with the 
bending character of the trunk and 
branches, for where these give before 
the force of the storm they permit the 
wind to slide off. The hickory, above 
all, will not yield, and consequently 
receives the hardest strain against Its 
entire top, whether full leaved or bare. 
It may be commonly noticed that in 
a mixed woodland, where a hard wind 
has driven, there arc more hickeries 
down than any other trees.

S O C K S 


Directions for Knitting Socks for the Soldiers 


Cast on 64 stitches, rib 3'A inches, 2 plain, 2 purl. 
Knit plain 8 


inches. 
(11% Inches in all). 


Heel—Knit plain 32 stitches onto one needle, turn, purl back these 


32 stitches, turn, knit plain, repeat these two rows (always slipping 
the first stitch). 14 times (15 in all). 


With the inside of the heel towards you, purl 18 stitches, purl 


2 together, purl 1.

Turn, knit 6 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 7 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 8 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


tuin, purl 9 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 10 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 11 'Stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 12 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 


1, turn, purl 13 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 14 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 


turn, purl 15 stitches, purl 2 together, purl 1. 


•> Turn, knit 16 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 
tufin, purl 17 stitches, purl 2 together. 


Turn, knit 17 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over. 
Pick up and knit the 16 stitches down the side of the heel piece. 
Knit the 32 stitches of the front needles onto one needle. Pick up 


and,knit the 16 stitches at the other side of the heel piece. 
Divide 


the heel stitches onto the 2 side needles, and knit right round again 
to the center heel. 
First needle, knit to within 3 stitches of the front end of side needle, 


knit 2 together, knit 1. 


Front needle plain. 
Third needle, knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 


plain to end of needle. 
This reducing to be done every other row until there are 62 stitches 


on the needles (front needle 32, side needles 15 each). 


Knit plain until the foot from the back of the heel measures 9 


inches. 
To Decrease for Toe—Knit 7 stitches then slip 1, knit 1, pull slip- 


ped stitch over, knit 7 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over. 
Repeat this round the three needles. 
Then knit 6 rows plain, then 


knit 5 stitches, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over and repeat round 
the 3 needles. 
Then 4 plain rows, then knit 3, slip 1. knit 1, pull 


slipped stitch over, repeat round the 3 needles, and then 3 plain rows 
Then knit 2, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, repeat to end of 
3 needles. 
Then 2 rows plain, then knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped 


stitch over, repeat to end of 3 needles, then 1 plain row. Then I 
row decreasing twice on the front needles and once on each of the 
back needles. 
This will leave about S stitches on the front needle 


and 4 on each of the back needles. 
Slip the back stitches onto 1 


n.-cdle. 
Break off the wool, leaving about 12 inches. 
Thread this 


into a darning needle, pull it through the first stitch on front needle 
as if for purling, but do not take the stitch off. 
X. 
Then put the 


darning needle through the first stitch on the back needle as if for 
knitting and do not take off. 
Then through the first stitch on the 


front needle, again knitting, and slip off. Through the second stitch 
on the front needle purling and do not take off. 
Through the first 


stitch on back needle purling and take off. 
Repeat from X until all 


the stitches are Worked off. 


N. B.—Each stitch must be gone through twice. 
Slip off when 


knitting on front needle. 
Slip off when purling on back needle. 


In finishing.off end of yarn run yarn once down the toe so as not 


to make a ridge or lump.
